Fiom Ladysmith under date of 


April 20 comes the news that firing 
was heard during this morning in the 
direction of Sunday's river. It was 
maintained for about an hour. Snip- 
ing and Boer activity are reported at 
Klipdam.

New York, April 21.—With an ex- 


president of the United States, Ben- 
jamin Harrison, to bid them welcome, 
there are gathered today in Carnegie 
hall more than 2,000 missionaries 
from almost every quarter of the 
globe.

ROBERTS REPORTS BATTLE. 


London, April 31.—6.18 p. m.—The 


war office has received the following 
dispatch from Lord Roberts: 


"Bloemfontein, 
April 
21.—Run- 


del's force came in contact with the 
enemy yesterday, four miles south- 
west of DeWets Dorp. They occu- 
pied strong positions covering the 
town. The yoemanry and mounted 
infantry seized the position, which 
enabled Bundle to drive the enemy 
off and occupy the high ground the 
enemy had been holding. 
Bundle 


advanced this morning early and is 
now again engaging with the enemy. 
Our casualties yesterday were two 
men severely wounded and Lieuten- 
ant O'Connor and seven men slightly 
wouded." 


Manila, April 
21.—The sudden 


deaths of Filipinos and Chinamen in 
Quiapo market have led to an inves- 
tigation, showing that fifteen cases 
of the plague, fouiteen of 
which 


were fatal, have occurred within a 
week. 


The market is located in the cen- 


ter of the city. 
In black, 
rotten 


wooden buildings the keepers of the 
stalls live there, with their families, 
huddled 
together 
in great 
filth. 


Some of the victims were stricken 
and died within an hour. 


There have been several deaths in 


other sections of the city recently 
which have been traced to infection 
from the market. After all the mar- 
ket people had gathered together to- 
day the health officers threw a guard 
around the buildings and will keep 
the inmates quarantined there for a 
fortnight. 
They will then burn the 


market. 
The total number of bu- 


bonic deaths are 119 Chinamen and 
sixty-six Filipinos. 


The plague 
elsewhere has 
been 


suppressed. 
Not one infected person 


has been in the Chinese district for 
ten days past. 


Colonel Hardin and Major Case, 


with a battalion of the Twenty-ninth 
infantry, have sailed for the islands 
of Maiinduque and Mahbeto. 


It is reported the insurgents have 


250 lines and seven thousand rounds 
of ammunition. Dr. Surges, a prom- 
inent native of Marinduque and a 
supporter of the Americans, accom- 
panies the expedition to try to con- 
vince the inhabitants of the wisdom 
of surrender.

MADE A GHASTLY FIND. 


A BRUSH WITH BOERS. 


Bloemfontein, Friday, April 20.— 


Continuing their march on Friday, 
Generals Chermside and Rundle came 
into contact with the Boers near De- 
Wets Dorp at noon. The fighting 
continued until dusk and was prin- 
cipally carried on by the artillery, 
which temporarily silenced two of 
the Boers' guns. 


The British command the hills for 


miles around the Boers, who are re- 
ported to hold strong positions, but 
are probably retiring. 


The casualties on the British side 


were slight and most of them oc- 
curred among the 
yeomanry and 


mounted infantry. The firing was at 
long range. 
None of the 
British 


troops were killed.

some will need these. We shall have 
before us some veterans from the 
mission outposts—men and women 
who have exhibited in their work an 
unsurpassed steadfastness and hero- 
ism; whose courage has been sub- 
jected to the strain of time. 
They 


have been beleaguered; they have 
known the weariness of those who 
look for succor. 
From them we 


shall hear what the Gospel has done 
for tribes and lands; and, best of all. 
what it has done for the individual 
man and woman. 
These reports 


will be consolidated reports of the 
whole mission work of all the detach- 
ments of the Evangelical Protestant 
army. 


"Houis for devotional exercises are 


whose hand God has given the key 
to one of His mysteries. 
Do all 


these great inventions, these rushing 
intellectual developments, exhaust 
their ministry in the making of men 
rich, and the reinforcing of armies 
and fleets? No.

THE FIRST RESULTS. 


"The first results seem to be the 


stimulation of a material pioduction 
and a fiercer struggle for markets. 
Cabinets, as well as trade chambers, 
are thinking of the woild chiefly as 
a market house and of men as 'pro- 
ducers' and 'consumers ' 
We now 


seldom have wars of succession. 
Places are strategic primaiily from 
the commercial standpoint. Colonies 
are corner stalls in the world's mar- 
ket place. If the product tarries too 
long in the warehouse the mill must 
shut down and discontent will walk 
the stieets. The propulsion of this 
commeicial force upon cabinets and 
nations was never so stirring as now. 
The battle of the markets is at its 
fiercest. The great quest of nations 
is for 'consumers.' 
The voice of 


commeice is: 'And my hand shall 
find as a nest the riches of the peo- 
ple; and as one gathereth eggs that 
are left, will I gather all the earth.' 


"But with the increase of commerce 


and wealth the stress of social diffi- 
culties is not relieved, but increases 
in all of the great nations. The ten- 
dency is not to one brotherhood, but 
to many. Work for the willing at a 
wage that will save the spirit as well 
as the body is a problem of increas- 
ing tangle and intrkacy. Competi- 
tion forces economical devices and 
names wages that are, in some cases, 
insufficient to renew the strength ex- 
pended. It suggests, if it does not 
compel, aggregations of capital; and 
these in turn present many threaten- 
ing aspects. Agencies of man's de- 
vising may alleviate, but they can- 
not cure this tendency to division 
and strife and substitute a drift to 
peace and unity. Christ in the heart 
and His gospel of love and ministry 
in all the activities of life is the only 
cuie. 


UNIVERSAL BBOTHEBHOOD. 
"The highest conception that has 


ever entered the mind of man is that 
of God and the Father of all men—tht 
one blood—the universal brotherhood. 
The natural man Iiv04 to be minister- 
ed unto—he lays his imposts upon 
others.

gau to fail rapidly and had arranged 
to resign the chancellorship on June 
1. Chancellor McGill was born in 
Pittsburg, Pa., in 1843, and resided 
in New Jersey from the time he was 
eleven years old. The first official 
position held by Chancellor McGill 
was that of city counsel for Bayonne 
in 1874 and 1875. Subsequently he 
represented Hudson county in the 
house of the assembly. He served one 
term as prosecutor of pleas of Hud- 
son county, succeeding A. Q. Garret- 
son, 
who was appointed law judge, 


and when the latter resigned that 
office Mr. McGill again succeeded him 
as judge, an office he held when he 
was appointed chancellor by Governor 
Green in 1887. He was reappointed 
by Governor Werts in 1894. He was 
the democratic candidate for governor 
in 1895, when he was defeated by 
John W. Griggs by a plurality of 28,- 
900. His term of office would have 
expired on May 1, 1901.

NAME IS CHANGED 


SILVER REPUBLICANS ADOPT 


NEW TITLE. 


It is expected that 
six months 


hence will see the completion of a 
handsome new business 
building, 


thoroughly modem in design and of 
stately proportions, in the 
very 


heart of Fort Wayne's down town 
business district. This will be the 
Boot memorial building, and it will 
be located on East Berry street, be- 
tween the New Aveline hotel and the 
Pixley-Long block, fronting the new 
court house on the south. 


This morning Architect Alfred 


Qrindle was commissioned to prepare 
plans and specifications for such a 
structure, and Mr. Orindle states 
that it will be a handsome addition 
to the architectural beauty of the 
city. The structure is to be erected 
by the Ewing-Sweetser estates, rep- 
resented by Mrs. Mary Ewing and 
her sister, Miss SWeetser. It will be 
known as the Boot memorial build- 
ing as a tribute to the late L. B. 
Boot, who was ^ the founder of the 
extensive drygoods house now oper- 
ated by the Rurode Dry Goods com- 
pany, and for many years an active 
business man of large interests. Mr. 
Boot was a relative of Mrs. Ewing 
and Miss Sweetser. 


The preliminary sketches prepared 


by the architect show a beautiful 
structure, whose style is 
distinct 


from the general class of buildings 
erected in this city. The architec- 
tural type is that of the Renaissance 
The building will be 60x150 feet in 
size, and the four stories will bring 
its height up to seventy-six 
feet. 


The building is to be of brick, the 
front will be of red Bedford stone 
and terra cotta, and the interior will 
be equipped with every modern facil- 
ity for business purposes. There will 
be freight and passenger elevators, 
steam heating, toilet rooms, plumb- 
ing and electrical work throughout, 
and the roofs will be of flat asphalt. 
The upper parts of all windows will 
be filled with prisms to project the

CALIFOBNIA GOLD PRODUCT. 


Meridian, Miss., April 21. The ex- 


tensive rains which have prevailed 
over Mississippi and parts of Ala- 
bama for seven days, making the 
rivers and smaller streams of these 
states rise to an unprecedented extent 
and overflow the lowlands, is causing 
suffering and loss of property never 
known before. Thousands of acres of 
farming lands have been devastated 
and the early crops will prove a total 
loss. Homes have been floated away, 
the occupants losing much of their 
househeld furniture and in some in- 
stances not escaping with their lives. 
Thousands of head of cattle, sheep 
and hogs and fowls have been 
drowned. 


Bailroad traffic has been seriously 


interfered with and in some of the 
small towns neither freight, express 
nor mail has arrived for four days. 


Fears of scarcity in food stuffs are 


entertained in some communities. 
The loss to the railroads in traffic and 
property is inestimable. 
No road 


running through the lowlands has es- 
caped, and some have been totally 
blocked for two days at a time. To- 
day the situation seems little im- 
proved. In the flooded districts in 
this vicinity there is little prospect 
of a resumption of traffic over the 
railroads before Monday or Tuesday. 
The merchants are beginning to suf- 
fer from the continued suspension of 
railroad traffic. The large streams 
south of here continue rising. An 
alarming report has reached here 
from Hickory, a small town which is 
completely surrounded by water. It 
is feared that great suffering will be 
the result. 


At Jackson, the state capital, the 


situation is considered more serious 
than at any other locality. The city 
is threatened with a water famine, as 
the waters of the Pearl river have 
risen to such an extent that the fires 
under the boilers at the water works 
pumping stations have been extin- 
guished. The city is also surrounded 
on three sides by the back waters of 
the Pearl river. 


Minneapolis, April 21.—Foimal an- 


nouncement of the proposed change in 
the title of the silver republican 
party was made today in a document 
setting forth the party platform, is- 
sued by Executive Agent Corser. 
The announcement states: 


" 'Lincoln republicans' are to suc- 


ceed 'free silver republicans,' and the 
national silver republican party is to 
give way to the Lincoln republican 
party. The party of one issue is to 
become the party of several issues, 
and the issue to which it owes its 
origin is to be pushed into the back- 
ground. While changing its name, 
it becomes more democratic than ever, 
and, its leaders hope, more able to 
render effective service to the 're- 
generated democracy' than in 1896.'' 


The transformation scene is to tako 


place at Kansas City July 4, when 
the national conventions of both the 
free silver republican and democratic 
parties are in session. 


It is alleged in the statement that 


the republicans of today are differ- 
ent in all but name from the republi- 
cans of Lincoln's time. 


E. S. Corser, who issued the mani- 


festo, has acted in the capacity of 
official intermediary between the na- 
tional organizations of the various 
anti-republican parties, and believes 
that the result of preliminaiy work 
accomplished bv the Lincoln Republi- 
can league will lead to adoption at 
Kansas City by the silver republicans' 
of a platform, the planks of which 
have already been formulated, glori- 
fying Lincoln's memory, incidentally1 


excoriating President McKinley and 
his administration and predicting the 
nomination of Bryan and Towne by 
the democratic convention. 


Lincoln Republican league workers 


have been especially active in. Illi- 
nois, Indiana, Ohio and Minnesota, 
the latter state being the center of the 
movement.

San Fiancisco, April 21.— The su- 


perintendent of the United States 
mint at San Francisco has forwarded 
to the director of the mint at Wash- 
ington a report showing that the gold 
and silver product of California for 
the calendar year 1899 amounted to 
$15,840,043, of which 815,336,031 
was gold and 8504,012 silver. The 
silver is given its commercial value, 
its coining value being 81,106,753. 
Compared with 1898, gold decreased 
8570,447, and silver increased 880,- 
957. Owing to the dry season many 
mines were shut down. (Receipts of 
Alaskan gold at mints, assay offices, 
refineries, smelters, etc., for 
1890 


were 85,602,012, and silver 8929,- 
343, a total of 83,199,844 more than 
189P. 
Receipts at mints, assay 


offices, private refineries and smelters 
for 189 from the northwest territory 
(the Klondike) were 815,986,627 gold 
and 8267,390 silver, an increase over 
the previous year of $5,028,189. 


CHANCELLOR M'GILL DEAD. 


New York, April 21.— Chancellor 


Alexander T. McGill died today at his 
residence in Jersey City. 
He had

John H. Tibbies, for many years a 


widely known and exemplary citizen 
of Fort Wayne, 
expiied at 2:30 


o'clock this morning at his home. 
177 Griffith street, after a protracted 
illness from heart disease. 
For the 


past year Mr. Tibbies has been in 
failing health, aud during the past 
five months his condition has been 
regarded as critical, though there 
would at times be an apparent im- 
provement. 
Two weeks ago, how- 


ever, the decline became more pro- 
nounced, and he gradually sank un- 
til the end came this morning. 


Mr. Tibbies was sixty-nine years 


of age. 
He was born at Cincinnati, 


Ohio, April 8, 1831, and resided there 
until he became a young man. 
He 


then started on a trip which took him 
practically arourd the woild, and 
gave him a wide and varied knowl- 
edge of many foreign peoples. 
In 


1852 he went across the plains to 
Colorado, and after a few months 
spent in mining Mr. Tibbies sailed 
for 
Honolulu, Sandwich Islands. 


During the succeeding two years he 
visited the Samoan Islands, Auk- 
land, New Zealand and Australia, re- 
siding in the latter country little 
moie than a year. 
He then re- 


turned to America by way of Eng- 
land, reaching Philadelphia in the 
fall of 1855. 


Shortly after returning to Cincin- 


nati 
the 
young 
man 
went 
to 


Cambridge City, Ind., 
and later 


to 
Peru, 
where, 
on 
March 5, 


1856. 
he 
was 
united 
in mar- 


riage 
to 
Miss 
Harriett 
Gould, 


daughter of Solomon Gould, one of 
the most prominent of the early resi- 
dents of that city. 
Mr. and Mrs. 


Tibbies came to Fort Wayne in May, 
1858, and this city has been contin- 
uously their home. 
For thirty-two 


years, up to April 1, 1890, Mr. Tib- 
bies was connected with the furniture 
house of J. M. Miller, and since re- 
tiring from that position he has been 
engaged in the real estate and insur- 
ance business. 


Politically Mr. Tibbies was a re- 


publican, and for the past fourteen 
years he has been a member of the 
election boards of the Fourth ward. 
He was a member of Kekionga coun- 
cil No. 93, of the National Urjion, 
and for thirteen years has-been its 
treasurer. 
Thhty-six years ago he 


united with the Wayne Street M. E. 
church, under the ministry of Rev. 
Tobey, and has held membership 
there continuously, being for many 
Years a member of the official boards. 
Mr. Tibbies was a man of sterling 
worth and scrupulous integrity, and 
in every ciicle of acquaintance he 
was most highly esteemed. 


Surviving him are the widow and 


three children—Mrs. J. W. Donivan, 
wife of a Pennsylvania 
passenger 


conductor; Frank E. Tibbies, who is

Krieg was on the witness stand most 
of Friday afternoon and she repeated 
the story of the days she spent at 
the Hasenfuss home before and after 
the death of Carl Westenfeld. 
She 


testified that Mrs. Hasenfuss had 
told her she would pay "within $50" 
if she (Mrs. Krieg) would help her 
(Mis. Hasenfuss) until Carl Westen- 
feld got well. 
She denied positively 


that Mrs. Hasenfuss said anything 
about the old man dying. Mrs. 
Krieg was much freer In giving her 
testimony than at the former trial, 
but there was not much that was dif- 
ferent. 


John B. Babb, of Montpelier, was 


the first witness called by the de- 
fense. 
He is a brother-in-law of 


Mrs. Hasenfuss, and testified that in 
June previous to the old man's death, 
which occurred on July 19, he was 
at the Hasenfuss home and talked 
with the old man, who said that he 
was glad that he had Mattie to stay 
with him. 
He said that he would 


pay her well, 
but that relatives 


threatened him.'* He asked: "Can't I 
do as I please with my own proper- 
ty?'' Mr, Babb did not testify at the 
first tiial. 


Fred Schuhler, a lad aged fifteen, 


who lives in Kendallville, was also 
a witness who did not testify at the 
first trial. 
He was at one time a 


bell boy at the New Aveline and Ran- 
dall. 
The lad said that he stayed at 


the Westenfeld house for three weeks 
and slept with Gail Westenfeld. 
In 


the room was considerable medicine. 
In a mug was something; which Mr. 
Westenfeld had warned him was ar- 
senic and told him to be careful or he 
would get poisoned. 
Young Schuh- 


ler said that he saw the mug two or 
three times. 
On cross-examination 


he was compelled to give a descrip- 
tion of the mug. 


Ella Pickerel, sister of defendant, 


also testified as to visits she had 
made with Mrs. Hasenfuss in Grand, 
Rapids. 
She told of the death of 


John Hasenfuss, which she stated 
was due to rheumatism of the heart. 
The stpte wanted to introduce evi- 
dence to refute 
the testimony of 


cause of Hasenfuss' death, but Judge 
O'Rourke would not permit the in- 
troduction of this testimony. 


Laura Schuhler was the last wit-

When pressed witness said if she so 
testified on the first trial she must 
have been asleep. 
She was also 


questioned as to evidence given be- 
fore the grand jury, the discrepancy 
being as to whether she found the

THE TURKISH LAW. 


There is no danger of war with 


Turkey. Much unnecessary mystifi- 
cation is tin own about the case, for 
there is no mystery about the sul- 
tan's repudiation of his ptomise to 
pay. He is simply obeying the law 
of his land, which is the law of his 
church. The law of the Musselmans 
provides that all who ate not Mo- 
hammedans are blasphemers, and it 
is the duty of the faithful to wage 
the holy war, or Jehida, 
against 


them. 
The enemy must be asked 
accept the faith. 
If he re- 


fuses he is given the alternative to 
pay tiibute. If he refuses that, he 
must be slain and despoiled of his 
pioperty. On the other hand, it is 
unlawful foi the Mohammedan to 
pay tribute to secure peace unless 
"threatened vith extermination." 


The sultan of Turkey is the jx 


ponent of this law. He may promise 
to pay as often as the promise will 
serve to maintain a desirable peace. 
A false promise that secures 
ad- 


vantages to the Moslem over 
the 


conceivable that some tremendous blasphcmei. wins for Abdul Hamid 
changes will arise in domestic or for- 
eign affairs of such a radical nature 
as to throw into the slmde topics now 
at the front, while bringing 
into 


foremost pi eminence others which 
at present command little or no at- 
tention. It is conceivable, but alto- 
gether improbable.1' 


Senator Chandler, who always was 


an otiginal statesman, has devi&ed a 
plan for dispensing with the slow 
process of the judicial inteipretation 
of laws. Instead of waiting for the 
supreme court to pass upon the 
Louisiana election law, he proposes ta 
declare it unconstitutional by act of 
congress. It is true that this action 
might in itself be liable to the char- 
acterization 
of "unconstitutional, 


null and inopeiative," but a litlle 
thing like the constitution doe? not 
matter in these days. He proposes 
that congress shall declare the re- 
quirement by a state of any qualifica- 
tion for suffrage which eithei direct- 
ly or indirectly "is made to apply to 
the great body of the colored citizens 
of the state, while it is not made to 
apply to the great body of the wnite 
citizens," to be unconstitutional and 
inoperative. 
Such an 
enactment 


would be, of course, no more than an 
expression of opinion. Without doubt 
the Louisiana law does violate the 
purpose of the fifteenth amendment, 
that "the right of citizens of the 
United States to vote shall not be de- 
nied or abridged" by any state "on 
acount of race, color or previous con- 
dition of servitude." But all of these 
state laws imposing an educational 
or property qualification are by their 
express terras made applicable with- 
out respect to race or color, and it is 
flifficult to prove, whatever the moral 
certainty, that their excluding more 
blacks than whites is not because 
fewer blacks possess the qualifica- 
tions. The remedy, if there is one, 
is in the reduction of represent.' 


the favor of heaven—that is, accord- 
ing to his religion and his law. But 
the sultan dare not pay until he and

Whenever the United States 
de- 


sires to collect its bill it only needs 
to send a few cruisers into Turkish 
waters and demand payment upon 
penalty of destruction of the empire. 
Then the sultan can legally, and will 
gladly, pay over the indemnity if 
he has the cash in his treasury. 
It 


is possible Europe might attempt a 
protest against such summaty collec- 
tion, but it is not probable. Euro- 
pean diplomatists are familiar with 
the Koran and the holy law. 
They 


are equally familiar with the facile 
promises and tardy performance of 
the Turk. They undei stand the rea- 
sons why and are not likely to inter- 
fere with an American effort to col- 
lect an indemnity from the sublime 
porte by process that will enable the 
latter to obey its own law.

STIRRED BY A PLAY. 


This h;;s been a week of unusual 


interest in the theatrical world to 
Amet leans, as two plays wei'e sub- 
mitted to the 
London 
public on 


which Ameiica had long since pro- 
nounced favorable judgment—"Zaza" 
and "Cyrano De Bergerac.1' In both 
cases the American verdict was re- 
versed. <-Zaza" is responsible for an 
outbreak in London similar, though 
on a smaller scale, to New York's 
"Sapho" agitation. 
Here 
it 
has 


taken the form of general dissatis- 
action at the attempts to translate 
French plays rather than as attempts 
to suppress Mis. Carter's role, the 
afternoon newspapers being partic- 
ulaily hard on "Zaza." 


The Globe dcclaied that "America 


has shown heiself intolerant to more 
than one play we have sent there, 
but we declare 'Zaza' is more crude, 
more sensual and more objectionable 
than any piece of home growth we 
can recall." 


The Westminster Gazette is still 


more scathing-, saying: 


"When a piece is stupid and ill- 


written, throughout, coarse arc! ani- 
mal, when a mass of indelicate detail 
utterly unnecesary is introduced it 
is our duty to make some protest." 


Mr. Wynclham's "Cyrano De Ber- 


gerac," produced at his London the- 
atre, Thursday, is treated somewhat 
similarly, though in a more kindly 
vein than "Zaza," the Times voicing 
the general impression by lamenting 
the "loss of force and ait which en- 
suas from the translation of French 
master-pieces." 


The yacht Mignonette sailed front 


Southampton for Australia, May 19, 
1884, and 
foundered in a storm 


about 1,600 miles from 
the cape. 


Three men, Captain Thomas Dudley, 
Edwin Stephens, the mate, and an- 
other sailor named Brooks—and a 
boy, Richard Parker—^scaped in a 
boat without provisions JulyS. After 
thu castaways had become greatly 
reduced by hunger it was proposed 
that one of the party be killed by 
lot, but this was rejected by Brooks. 
On July 20, however, the boy was 
killed by the captain and a portion 
of his body was eaten. 
The 
men 


were picked up by the German bark 
Montezuma, July 24, and carried to 
Falmouth. 
Captain 
Dudley 
and 


Mate Stephens were tried for murder 
at Exeter and they were convicted, 
sentence of death being passed on 
December 9 following. On December 
13, however, their setence was com- 
muted to six months' imprisonment 
without labor.

vue. If ha lives after the diunken 
fever is spent he will go back to his 
life of the past five years. He has 
no visible means of support. 
He 


lives upon Uie bounty of thos? whom 
lie knew in prosperity and upon the 
charity of strangers. He chooses 
vagabonds as friends. He is in the 
eyes of the law, as well as society, a 
common tramp. 
Nine years ago Edward Morse Field 
was one of the princes, if not one of 
the kings, of Wall street. 
He was 


rich, honored, beloved—beloved, most 
of all, by his beautiful wife, the sis- 
ter of his partner, Daniel Lindley, 
and by his father, who, John Bright 
said, was "the Columbus who moored 
the Old World beside the New" with 
his Atlantic cable. When disgrace 
came to Edward Morse Field it broke 
his wife's heart and it killed his 
father. 


Edward Morse Field has not only 


the distinction of being the son of 
Cyrus W. Field. .He is the nephew 
of the three famous Fields who were 
brothers of the Atlantic cable pro- 
moter. 


Judge Stephen Johnson Field, of

His father bought for him 
the 


senior membership of the firm of 
Field, Lindley, Weichers & Co. They 
opened such offices at No. 1 Broad- 
way as inspired in visitors memories 
of Aladdin's palaces. 
Their career 


was marvelously successful. 
Cyrus 


W. Field, who had, besides buying 


Ned" his membership in the firm, 


added a quarter of a million to its 
assets as a guarantee of his faith in 
the concern, smiled as happily at 
this success as at that other that 
joined 
two 
continents. 
Edward 


Morse Field strengthened the close 
relations of the firm by marrying 
Miss Lindley, the sister of Daniel 
Lindley, of the firm. But this closer 
alliance of the firm was merely inci- 
dental. No marriage ever moie de- 
seived the trite description, a "love 
match." 


Several yea is of unclouded pros- 


perity shone upon Edward Field and 
the grand old man whose pride he 
was said that he grew younger with 
eveiy success of "Ned's." 


"The boy is my fountain of youth," 


he would say fondly. 
"I haven't 


any intention of dying. Curiosity to 
see what Ned will do next is keeping 
me alive." 


The words were pitifully prophetic. 
Edward Field, like the other young 


men of his set, laughed at teetotal- 
lers, but he vi as never seen intoxi- 
cated or ungentlemanly. No one as-

Field went to the Adirondacks for a 
fortnight's hunt with his brother-in- 
law, Dr. Lindley. One night as they 
sat over the campfire Dr. Lindley, 
listlessly watching his companion, 
saw a sudden wild look of fear in his 
eyes.

Nicoll on one side and Bourke Cock- 
ran on the other waged bitter war. 
Bourke Cockran compared an emi- 
nent alienist to Judas Iscariot. Judge 
Van Brunt confessed that he could 
not decide whether the prisoner was 
sane or insane, and sent him to the 
Buffalo Insane asylum to be "ob- 
served." The physicians who studied 
him declared him mad. 
Two years 


later he was discharged as incurable, 
but harmless. 


He was again 
arrested on the 


charge of George Dietz, who had been 
ruined by the failure. 
The second 


trial resulted as the flrst. Friends 
of his family sent him to a Long Is- 
land sanitarium. 
He was again re- 


leased as incurable, but harmless. 


He has since lived with tramps and 


lived as they. 
He has appeared in 


the Yorkville and other police courts 
a score of times, charged with va- 
grancy or drunkenness and released 
when it was learned that he was the 
son of Cyrus Field. 


The old father did not live to learn 


the full story of the sad degeneration 
of his boy.

Iu a few 
years his son, Lorenzo, Cyrus Field's 
uncle, joined him in that resort of 
uneasy spirits. 
Lorenzo's children, 


Ella and Douglas 
Field, the first 


cousins of Cyrus, passed by the easy 
way of melancholia to the strait- 
jacket. 
Cyrus C. Field, of another 


branch, was so manifestly "queer" 
that neighbors 
grew bold, tapped 


their foreheads with their fingers 
and called the children in when he 
appealed upon the street. 


There was yet another Field, of 


whom the family seldom speak, who 
was so pursued by phantom thoughts 
that he sent a bullet into his brain, 
effectually driving them away and 
forever silencing his own plaints. 
And there was yet another, a nearer, 
and a dearer, the daughter of Cyrus 
Field, a beautiful woman, whose 
restless, brilliant mind was so tire- 
lessly busy that she, too, was sent 
to a retreat for those of over-work- 
ing brains like hers.

The clacquers that ever wait upon 


tragedies carried the news at once 
to the aged father. 
He heard it 


quietly and bowed his callers out 
courteously. 


"There is some mistake," he said. 


"Ned will be able to explain it all," 
he assured them. 
He sat by a win- 


dow with the patience of the aged, 
waiting for his boy "Ned" to come 
home and explain. 
He ordered that 


the room be left dark, so that he 
might see his favorite son as he 
came up the lighted street. 
His 


other son, Cyrus W. Field, jr., tried 
to comfort him, but there was a hesi- 
tation in his speech and a note of con- 
viction in his voice that infuriated 
the father.

Leave 
the room, sir!" he shouted.

His custodians at Bellevue have no

There is a woman who is sure he 


is insane. She is a small, once pretty 
woman, who take^Vders for house 
decoration, for which she retains her 
taste. That and a charm of manner 
not yet gone aie all that remain of 
the many attractions of Edward 
Field's wife. 


"Friends who admired my old home 


have recommended me for this work. 
I am managing to make a living for 
myself and children by it," she said. 
"My lutsband is insane. The form 
of his insanity makes it doubly hard 
to take care of him. He does not 
consider himself insane and is of- 
fended at the suggestion. 


"He believes he is capable of car- 


rying out all sorts of wild schemes, 
and he works at them with all the 
feverish Field energy, directed by a 
deranged mind." 


To fellow tramps who begged with 


him on the North river front, and 
slept with him in the abandoned 
pickle factory at No. 442 West Forty- 
sixth street, he talked of financial 
plans that had "millions in them." 
And meanwhile he was 
carrying 


about New York on his shoulders the 


the paleontologist of the institution, 
on the "Petrified Forests of Arizona." 
The request for this investigation 
came at the instance of the secretary 
of the Smithsonian Institution, from 
the commissioner of the general land 
office. 
The report, which is very in- 


teresting throughout, says in part: 


"The scenic aspect has never been 


exaggerated by any who have at- 
tempted to describe this i eg ion. The 
pictines given by early explorers fall 
far short of what might be tiuly said 
from this point of view. 
These pet- 


rified foiests may be piopeily classed 
among the natural wondeis of Amer- 
ica, and every reasonable 
effort 


should be made, not only to preserve 
them from destructive influences, but 
also to make their existence and true 
character known to the people." 


The report continues: 
"Some of 


the most important considerations 
that may be urged in favor of the 
importance of this region, rests upon 
its geological relations. 
In the flrst 


place, it is ntuch more ancient than 
the petrified forests of the Yellow- 
stone National park, of certain parts 
of Wyoming, and of the Callstoga de- 
posits iu California. 
These latter 


are of Tertiary age, while the Arizo- 
na forests belong far back in Meso- 
zoic time, probably to the Triassic 
formation. 
The difference in their 


antiquity is, therefore, many mil- 
lions of years. 
Scattered blocks of 


silicified wood do indeed occur in the 
Trias at other points, but this is the 
only region in which they are in such 
abundance as to deserve the name of 
a petrified forest. 


"There is no other petrified forest 


in which the wood assumes so many 
varied and interesting- forms and 
colors, and it is these that present 
the chief attraction for the general 
public. 
The state of mineralization, 


in which much of this wood exists, 
almost places them among the gems 
or precious stones. 
^Wot only are 


chalcedony, opals, nnd agates found 
among them, but many approach ths 
condition of jaspar and onyx. 
The 


degree of hardness attained by them 
is such that they are said to make 
an excellent quality of emery. 


"Perhaps the most prominent of 


all the scenic featuies of the region 
is the well-known natural bridge, 
consisting of a great petrified trunk 
lying across a canyon and forming 
a foot bridge over which anyone may 
easily pass. 


"The particular region known as 


the 'Petrified Forest of Arizona,' lies 
in the area between the Little Colo- 
rado and the Rio Puerco, fifteen miles 
east 
of their junction, seventeen 


miles east of 
Holbrook, and six 


miles south of Adamana station, on 
the Santa Fe Pacific lailroad, which 
measurements terminate at the outer 
edge of the area on the west and 


ana Having a wuitn ot unit a mile in 
places. 
It presents many interest- 


ing novelties." 


CANADA'S VAST PEAT BOGS. 


The best authorities say theie are 


100,000 acres of undeveloped peat 
bog in Ontario, principally in the 
counties of Perth, Welland and Es- 
sex. 
The largest area lies in the 


county of Peith, eight miles north 
of the city ot Stratford, on 
the 


Giand Tiunk railway. 
Here is a 


swnmp of 40,000 acies, with a depth 
of peat bog that varies from a 'foot 
to twenty feet. 


The process of manufacture is as 


follows: 
The peat is cut and air- 


dried, after which it is pulverized 
by being passed thiough a picker, 
and automatically deposited in 
a 


Uopper which feeds a steel tube about 
two inches in diameter and fifteen 
inches long. The pulverized peat is 
forced through this tube by piessure 
and formed into cylindrical blocks 
three inches in length and almost 
equal in density to anthracite coal. 
The fuel is non-friable and weather- 
proof by reason of its solidity and 
the extreme glaze imparted to It by 
trictional contact With forming dies. 
The inherent moisture of the peat is 
reduced to 12 per cent, of the mass. 
In weight it compares with coal as 
follows: Eighty-three pounds per 
cubic foot of psat equal seventy-three 
pounds of bituminous 
or 
ninety- 


three pounds of anthracite coal. 


It is claimed for peat that it is 


superior to coal in its absolute free- 
dom from sulphur and the absence 
of smoke, soot, dust and 
clinkers 


during consumption. In 
a 
great 


measure this solves the problem of 
furnishing a cheap, clean, uniform 
and reliable fuel for 
all domestic 


purposes, as it is equally serviceable 
for grates, stoves, cooking ranges 
and furnaces, giving a long, bright 
flame and intense heat almost from 
the moment of ignition. 
The ma- 


chinery used in manufacturing peat 
fuel is not expensive and requires 
but little attention when in opera- 
tiot..—Buffalo Express.

The sandstones are 


chiefly of a reddish biown color, and 
closely resemble the brownstone of 
the Portland and Newark quarries, 
or the old sandstone of the Senecca 
quarries on the Potomac river and at 
Manassas, in Virginia, but some are 
light brown, grey, or whitish in color. 
The means are formed by the re- 
sistance of the massive erosive agen- 
cies, and vary in size from rere cap- 
stones of small buttes to tables sev- 
eral miles in extent, stretching to the 
east and to the noithwest. 


"The petrified logs are countless at 


all horizons and lie in the greatest 
profusion on the knolls, buttes, and 
spurs, and in the ravines and gulches, 
while the ground seems to be every- 
where studded with gems, consist- 
Ing of broken fragments of all shapes 
and sizes, and exhibiting all the 
colors of the rainbow. 
When we re- 


fact that they will be the only high- 
grade apaitments which have been 
built expressly for the use of work- 
ers. Rents for the apartments, which 
will contain fiom four to six rooms, 
will graduate from $20 per month 
down. 


The shapes of the buildings will 


also be a departure from the general 
run of apartments. 
Each will be 


four stories high and will contain 
twelve apartments on each floor. The

What is known iu our political his- 
tory as the Walker tariff bill was 
passed by the casting vote of Vice 
President Dallas during the admin- 
istration of President Polk. Under 
the laws of the constitution the vice 
president succeeds to the presidency 
in case of (he death, resignation or 
removal of the chief executive. 


In the history of the government 


the vice president has been called up- 
on only four times to fill the office 
of the chief executive. The fiist case 
was that of Vice President John 
Tyler, called upon to succeed to the 
presidency at the death of President 
Harrison, in April, 1841. The sec- 
ond, Millard Filmore, who succeeded 
to the presidency 
at the death of 


President Taylor, in 1850. Both 
Harrison and Taylor, by the way, 
were wings, and were the only presi-

Cheater A. Ar- 


thur succeeded to the office upon the 
death of James A. Garfield, in Sep- 
tember, 1881. These four mentioned 
are the only deaths that have oc- 
cured in the office of president during 
the 111 years of our history undei 
the constitution. 


PRESIDENTS THAT DIED. 
Twenty-four vice presidents have 


been elected in that 
time, six of 


whom have died while in office—Clin- 
ton, Gerry, King, Wilson, Hendricks 
and Hobart . There has been one 
resignation from the office, and that 
one, John C. Calhoun, during his sec- 
ond term with Jackson. 
Mr. Cal- 


houn was the last vice president who 
was re-elected. 
For 
seventy-two 


years no man has been re-elected to 
the vice presidency. 
The last vice 


president elected to the presidency 
was Martin 
Van 
Buren, of New 


York. 
He served as vice president 


during the last term of Jackson, and 
was himself elected to the higner oi- 
fice in 1836. 


In the prssidentiol election of 1830 


there was a failure to elect a vice 
president by the people, so the elec- 
tion went into the senate, where the 
Hon. Richard M. Johnston, of Ken- 
tucky, democratic candidate, wan 
elected, having received the majority 
vote of the senators. 


In the impoitance of the duties of 


the vice president 
I have alieady 


mentioned the most important one— 
that of the decision of the picsident 
of the senate in case of a tie vote be- 
tween the senators.

RELATIONS USUALLY CORDIAL. 


You ask as to the national rela- 


tions between the president and vice 
president, relations that are as often 
artificial as natural, I might say. It- 
may safely be presumed that their 
relations are thoroughly cordial, in- 
asmuch as they are members of the 
same political party and elected on 
the same ticket. While I am unable 
to speak as to personal relations be- 
tween others, 
those 
between Mr. 


Cleveland and myself and our fam- 
ilies were always of a most agreeable 
and pleasing character. 
So far as 


state occasions are concerned, the 
vice president is free from many of 
the duties exacted from the chief ex- 
ecutive, yet he must be prepared at 
all times to perform any political and 
social duty with a dignity worthy 
the office he occupies. 
Unlike his 


superior officer he has not to have 
just so many state dinners and re- 
ceptions, nor could he be expected to 
do so with the limited salary drawn 
by him. He has his social position, 
of course, but is a much more free 
and independent agent socially than 
the president. 


In the matter of history of vice 


presidents of this country and their 
duties you will readily infer that his- 
tory does not repeat itself, as there i9 
no routine of life for him beyond that 
in the senate when he presides as 
chief officer.

He should be familiar with the rules 
of the senate, as well as familiar 
With the precedents established by 
his predecessors in office. The senate 
elects a president pro tempore, who, 
of course, is always a member of the 
senate. In the absence of the vied 
president the president pro tern pre- 
sides. During my term of office the 
position of president pro tern was 
held by Senator Manderson, of Ne- 
braska; Senator Harris, of Tennes- 
see, and Senator Frye, of Maine, the 
present president pro tern under the 
McKinley regime. Much of the duty* 
of the vice president depends on the 
man himself, and the conditions ex-

PRESUMPTION OF PRIDE. 


Before Christ's spirit and gospel 


were known and received in the world 
there were owners who had under- 
lings that were "dear unto them.'

FRENCH PROTECTORATE. 


At the time of Father Anzer's ai- 


rival in Hong Kong, and up to 1890. 
the Catholic missions were under the 
protectorate of France—France that 
was discredited in Chinese eyes o i 
account of hei 
disastrous war in 


1870-1871. 
With that clear insight 


in political affahs for which he after- 
ward became famous, Rev. Anzci 
recognised this as a powerful draw- 
back, but being only a young priebi. 
without standing in Rome, he con- 
cluded to abide his time and watch 
for an opportunity to bang about a 
change, if possible. 


Ho secured a place as teacher in 


the Hong Kong seminary and at the 
same time became pastor of the Cath- 
olic hospitals, but the new professoi 
of philosophy and theology attract- 
ed so. much attention by his great 
knowledge and hi ability to adopt 
himself to native conditions, that he 
was soon piomoted to the presidency 
of the college. 
At that time the 


Catholic church maintained twenty- 
seven vicarates in China, these we*e 
distributed ovei five ecclesiastical re- 
gions or provinces, the largest being; 
the Apostolic Vicarate of Schantung, 
administered by Bishop Cosi, of the 
Order of St. Fianciscus. 


DANGEROUS MISSION. 


When Bishop Cosi heaul of the 


promising new aiiival lie proposed to 
Rev. Anzer to take over the thiee 
soulheinmost piefectuies of his ter- 
ritory, called Fu, and see what he 
could do with them. 
The priest 


gladly accepted even though the 
knew that the district was the most 
dangerous in the whole empire. 


Moreover, nearly two years weie 


consumed in negotiations with the 
office of the propoganda in Rome and 
the government in Pekin before the 
necessaiy authority was secured, so 
that Father Anzer started for his 
new field of laboi with the title of 
vicar general only in Januaiy, 1882. 


"May the Lbrcl be with you, my 


young friend," said Bishop Cosi as he 
took leave of the ambitious priest, 
"I warn you for the last time that in 
going to this province you take your 
life in your hand. 
If, instead, '/ou 


returned to Hong Kong and conlin- 
ued as a teachei, neither the Holy 
Father nor myself would find fault 
with you." 


Monsignor Anzer gave to your cor- 


lespondent the following- description 
of the missionary field placsd unclei 
his care: 


MILLIONS OF HEATHEN, 


"South Schantung had 8.000,000 of 


inhabitants in 1882, and among 
them were 158 Christians all told. 
These lived at the extieme north- 
westem frontier in a place named 
Puoly. 


"The southwestern part of my ter- 


ritory was and is a hotbed of po- 
litical and religious dissenters, and 
the greater part of the population 
lives by robbery. 
These robbois, 


seeing that it was my mission to 
fight them, became my bitterest ene- 
mies from the outset and threatened 
to kill all Chinese who would listen 
to me. 
So while I had a few poor 


friends in one corner of the country, 
a big army, rich in power of intimi- 
dation and material resources, faced 
me in another. 
That my province 


enclosed China's Holy Land—that is, 
the district where Confucius, the law- 
giver, and Mentius, his minister, 
were boin—was another drawback.

BISHOPS' HOLY LAND. 


With this object in view he de- 


clared Yen-Tscho-Fu his official resi- 
dence, nnd with the aid of the Tiench 
ambassador, bought a house there, 
being caieful to fulfill every legal 
leqnireniEnt. 
But the precaution 


availed him little, foi no soonei had 
he begun his woik in earnest, when 


piocession, in order to impress the 
populace with his dignity and the 
extent of the veneiatiou we feel for 
him. 


"Thiidly—At the same time the 


mandarins shall issue a proclamation 
expressing rrgiet at the action taken 
by their deposed predecessors against 
Monsignor Anzer. 
This proclama- 


tion shall also threaten all citizens 
who dare insult the bishop or any 
of his priests or people with heavy 
penalties. 


"Fourthly—The three heads of the 


liteiati, who were the principal cause 
of the riot r.gaiust Bishop Anzer 
shall lose their rank and shall be re- 
duced to the status of citizens of the 
second class." 


So 
Bishop Anzer returned 
in 


triumph to the city from which he 
had been cast out at the point of the 
sword; he had the great satisfaction 
of planting the Saviour's banner in 
the holiest of holy heathendom. 
It 


was a wonderful achievement and 
one of the greatest importance for the 
futuie of the church of Rome 
in 


China. To show his moderation the 
victor waved his claim looking to- 
ward thf> dishonor of his greatest 
enemies, the literary men and phil- 
osophers, 
and these forthwith be- 


came his friends.

Anzer tuined his bitterest enemies

Having

French protectorate, Monsignor An- 
zer went to Rome to consult on the 
situation with the Holy Fathei. Leo 
XIII. said that political considera- 
tions made it undesirable for Mm to 
interfere, but so great was His Holi- 
ness' confidence in the young bishop 
that ne authorized him to seek an- 
other pi electorate if such was offered 
by a friendly power. "But I will 
hold thco personally responsible for 
the consequences," added the Holy 
Father. 


UNDER THE GERMAN FLAG. 
From Rome Monsignor Anzer went 


to Munich and Berlin, where he in- 
teiviewed the heads of government. 
When he returned to Pekin he placed 
his bishopric under the German flag. 


Germany's consul, Baron von Seck- 


ondorf, forthwith accompanied 
the 


bishop to Yen-Tscho-Fu to see that 
he wa* properly installed in his res- 


ant face and the manneis of a leader 
among men. ' Yet, at the same time, 
he practices the affability of a born 
diplomat. He weais a mustache and 
chin beard after the Chinese style 
and his dress is the richest the Catho- 
lic church allows its high ecclesias- 
tics to wear. "In order to impress 
the common people as a person of 
consequence I must be as gorgeous- 
ly niiayed as the highest native of- 
ficial," he says. 


This strategy has ceitainly borne 


fiuit, for the empress of China con- 
ferred upon the bishop recently the 
second highest irnk in the empire 
by making him a mandarin of the 
second order, with the red button. 
There aie nine of these orders and 
it usually takes a person a lifetime 
to achieve the rank now held by Mon- 
signor Anzer. 


The kaiser, too, has 
decorated 


Bishop Anzer with the Orders of the 
Crown and of the Red Eagle, while 
the most puissant 
German 
power, 


Envaria, inscribed his name on the 
roll of nobles and 
made 
him 
a 


knight of the Order of St. Michael. 


Bishop Anzer is at present in Ber 


lin to persuade the emperor not to 
use force to uphold his protectorate 
over the Catholic missionaries. Wil 
liam, it seems, has repeatedly offered 
to support Monsignor Anzer with 
his navy; once or twice he was going 
to send out expeditions to 
punish 


Chinese towns and districts guilty of 
attacks on missionaries. 
The bishop 


does not believe in such bulldozing 
practices; he thinks hie influence at 
Pekin will suffice to obviate all diffl- 


Thtre is in Seriin a man who is

It is not common 
to find military men much addicted 
to religion, but there are exceptions. 
Geueial 
Havelock, "Chinese" Gor- 


don, 
"Stonewall" Jackson and some 


of our living war lords have been 
noted as much for their piety as for 
their intrepid prowess. This centu- 
rion of Capernaum was not the only 
man of his nation and of his rank 
who earned 
a reputation 
of high 


character. 
Cornelius, the centurion 


(Acts x., 2) in command at Caesaria, 
who was converted when Peter was^ 
there, stands out as "a devout man, 
one that feared (the) God (of Israel) 
with all his house." 
Also tha cen- 


turion Julius, to whom Paul as a 
prisoner was intrusted on 1'is way 
to Rome (Acts xxvii. 1-3), was evi- 
dently a gentle-minded man, kindly 
disposed toward the Christians, else 
would he not have condescended to 
treat Paul as he did when he "gave 
him leave (at Sidon) to go unto his 
friends and refresh himself.'' 
And 


more than any this officer at Caper- 
naum had become convinced of the 
superiority of the Jewish religion, 
bscause he had "built us i syna- 
gogue." The luin of the structure 
he built for the Jews is believed to 
be known now; and 
the remains, 


after eighteen centuries, indicate a 
lavish outlay by the costliness of the 
architecture and finishings. Cnrist 
had been in and around Capernaum 
so long that any one of standing in 
society inteiestcd in religious mat- 
ters would have heard of Him. Peo- 
ple who have hearts of gentleness 
and grace toward the suffering of 
the world are certain to find Christ 
and refer 'heir friends to Him for 
healing and 
help. 
Religion 
has 


more than the element of emotional- 
ism in it; but a professed religion 
which does not stiongly move the 
emotions of love and philanthropy 
may be suspected of superficiality. 
It is one of the vices of the present 
time that ambitious scholars try to 
change the simple statements of the 
gospel facts as to Christ's teachings 
into a 
philosophical 
form. 
And 


they do so entirely change them as 
to make meanings which we cannot 
think ever entered the mind «f the 
Master. 
Let us treat these records, 


not as puzzles to be solved by use 
of a philosophical key, but as mat- 
ter-of-fact forms of speech, of which 
we read that "the wayfaring man, 
though a fool, need not err therein." 


SERVANT IS CARED FOR. 


Thus considering the healing of the 


servant of the centurion, we observe 
the instructive fact that a really hu- 
mane and certainly a religious man 
will manifest himself by a care for 
his servants. 


That part of -the people are upper 


and the other the under class is only 
so for a short time and in a very lim- 
ited sense. 
Poor or rich, all alike 


suffer pain of body or mind. 
The 


lordly just as certainly as the lovly 
meet with misfortunes. 
And if any 


are such favorites of good fortune 
that to their dying day prosperity 
and preferment load their lives with 
luxuries and laudations, yet the days 
of their years are but ''threescore 
yeais and ten; it is soon cut off and 
we fly away." 
Servant and master 


are on a plane before God as to all 
characteristics that are immortal. 
Therefore the centurion showed a 
right sense of 
values which all 


might imitate. 
The more so, since 


it was not the common thing for su- 
periors to pay any regard to in- 
feriors in ancient times. 
Possibly 


this centurion had an exceptional 
care for this slave, "who was dear 
unto him," as rules generally have 
exceptions. 
But no pereon can be 


justly estimated by use of his occa- 
sional acts of goodness for a stand- 
ard. 
It is not what one is at favored 


times and in particular circumstances 
that makes his manhood. The mean- 
est men may have spasms of gener- 
osity. 
The roughest fellow jnay fall 


into gentleness of manner for the 


bad conduct, but upon a necessity 
which rests on God. 
He made us. 


!t is for Him to take us through life 
and on to a better world. 
This is 


;he presumption of pride. 
"Shall 


he thing formed say to Him that 
ormed it. Why hast thou made me 
husP" 
Had the Creator made hu- 


man creatures impotent to do all 
hat He has ever asked of us, then a 
harge of tyranny might lie against 
Him in case He punished us. 
But 


us it is, every one can do and be all 
hat his Maker requires, His Spirit 
peaks the encouraging promise, "As 
hy day is, so shall thy strength be,'1 


.nd (II. Cor. xii., 9) "My grace is 
ufflcient for thee, for My power is 
made perfect in weakness." 
In any 


vent our merciful and benevolent 
God will do all His part, and when 
t has been so far done, as in the case 
efore us, He is ready to do more 
hen ever. 
The kindly master sent 


or Jesus to heal^his slave, but was 
eady to excuse Him when He had 
•one part of the way. 
"Lord, trou- 


le not thyself, for I am not worthy 
hat thou shouldst come under my 
oof." 
True, I am a man wielding 


uthority, "having under me sol- 
iers, and I say to one, Go, and he 


goeth; and to another, Come, and he 
ometh," but Thou art in still great- 
r authority. 
Speak the word only 


nd the work will be done. 
And 


his, too, notwithstanding, as Mat- 
hew viii., 6, tells us, the patient was 
grievously tormented," being "sick 
f the palsy." 
Some have supposed 


he ailment was the nearly incurable 
icivous affection we call lockjaw. 
But so far had the fame of Jesus' 
miracles spread that it did not tax 
he confidence of the centurion the 
east to believe that neither examina- 


ion, 
manipulation nor medicine was 


necessary to a cure by Christ. 


Why should those calling 
them- 


elves Christians now stumble so 
much at the account of'the mircalcs? 
Both pen and platform are used in 
he work of weakening confidence in 
he reality of miracles. Either they 
are explained away as mythical am- 
ounts that we have of Christ's mir- 
icles or explained philosophically so 
as to'mean something else than what 
s plainly written. 


Something should be said of the 


connection between the 
centurion's 


Jaith and the cure that was effected. 
Was his faith necessary to Christ's 
efficiency? 
Many 
of 
our modern 


lealers who practice occultism, when 
hey fail of doing the afflicted any 
food, lay their failure to a lack of 
faith. 
Sometimes it is to a "want 


of co-operation," as they call it. The 
worst of it is, their recourse to the 
healing power of Christ. They point 
to the instance where "He could not 
do many mighty works because of 
their unbelief." 
We are reminded 


by these of the case of the bedfast 
sufferer who was "borne 
of four" 


carrying him to the top of the house, 
taking off the tiles and letting him 
down before Jesus, "And Jesus see- 
ing their faith" spoke the healing 
mandate, and the patient at once 
arose, took up his bed and went into 
the house before them all! But we 
are asked to notice that Christ was 
aided by "their faith." 
From such 


a basis of facts there is small reason 
to infer that our Lord was helpless

foims where the -blister appeared, 
and soon the whole mouth is involved 
and sometimes the tongue swells to 
enormous size. 
The warty growths 


nultiply until the chin is entirely 
coveied and the mouth piotrudes far 
beyond the nose. 
The surgeons cut 


away the entire growth and fashion 
an entirely new mouth out of flaps 
drawn from the cheeks and so much 
of the chin as may letnain unaffected. 
The operation is one of extreme del- 
icacy, and when poorly executed the 
patient is inflicted with a "fish 
mouth,'1 that gives %!'very funny 'ex- 
pression to the face.

After all the mar- 
ket people had gathered together to- 
day the health officers threw a guard 
around the buildings and will keep 
the inmate* quarantined there for a 
fortnight.

bonic deaths are 119 Chinamen and 
sixty-six Filipinos.
